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Crackdown on dangerous substances being sold 

STORES TARGETED 
OVER LEGAL HIGHS

SHOPS have been selling so 
called legal highs’ in West 
Bromwich prompting a major 
crackdown. 

Trading standards officers raided 
several stores in the town following 
information given by police. 

Several items were seized during the opera¬ 
tion, which took place on Friday afternoon after 
officers swooped on a number of premises in the 
area. 

While the substances are not controlled by 
drugs legislation, officials still say the drugs are 
illegal to sell for human consumption. 

Two traders were issued with warning letters 
under the Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime and 
Policing Act 2014 following the seizure. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper welcomed the crackdown, saying sellers 
were trying to get around the law. 

“As a result of information supplied by the 
police, a number of shops in West Bromwich 
were visited by council trading standards of¬ 
ficers and police on Friday afternoon looking 
for new psychoactive substances, NPS, more 
commonly known as legal highs,” he said. 

Testing 

“A number of items have been seized for test¬ 
ing and investigations are ongoing. 

“Legal highs are substances which produce 
the same, or similar effects, to drugs such as co¬ 
caine and ecstasy, but are not controlled under 
the Misuse of Drugs Act. 

“They are however, considered illegal under 
current medicines legislation to sell, supply or 
advertise for human consumption. 

“To get round this sellers refer to them as 
research chemicals, plant food, bath crystals or 
pond cleaner. 

“The risks associated with taking legal highs 
include reduced inhibitions, drowsiness, excited 
or paranoid states, coma, seizures, and death.” 

It is the latest operation aimed at stemming 
the use of legal highs in the Midlands. 

Police issued warnings to people thinking of 
using the substances at last weekend’s V Fes¬ 
tival in Weston Park, situated on the Stafford¬ 
shire/Shropshire border. 

Staffordshire Police said they would not tol¬ 
erate crime or anti-social behaviour at the an¬ 
nual event that attracts tens of thousands of 
revellers.

PARK PROTESTERS OUT IN FORCE OVER SCHEME

PARKLAND in Tipton will be sold off to de¬ 
velopers under new plans which have sparked 
public outrage. The future of a section of Lay- 
bourne Park in Princes End has come under 
the spotlight as part of a public consultation 
launched by Sandwell Council. 

Campaigners eager to save the parkland 
have now launched a petition. Research car¬ 
ried out by the campaigners has led them to 
believe the site was given to the people of 
Princes End almost 80 years ago. 

But Sandwell Council says that it owns the 
site and is keen to hear the views of residents 


in the area over its future. In a council doc¬ 
ument released in January, named Key De¬ 
cisions To Be Made by Executive Members, 
it states Laybourne has been earmarked as a 
possible site for social housing. Campaigner 
Ric Keeling, who is secretary of the area’s 
UKIP branch, claims the land was donated 
to the people of Princes End by a Mrs Louisa 
Livingtone Layborn around 1937. 

The park opened its gates on Saturday, 
January 21, 1939. The land in question is part 
of Laybourne Park between High Street and 
Richards Road. Mr Keeling said: “Councillor 


Philip Garrett and myself knocked all the 
doors surrounding the park and got a unani¬ 
mous call for a sale to not go ahead.” Sandwell 
Councillor Paul Moore said discussions were 
continuing at this stage. He added: “The con¬ 
sultation process on this plan is still ongoing 
with a deadline for responses of Friday. 

“All views raised by local residents as part 
of this process will be considered when the 
consultation period comes to a close before a 
decision is made.” 

Around 750 people have now signed the pe¬ 
tition against the planned sell off.

Chiefs say cuts will 
go on beyond 2017 

A RAFT of cuts at Sandwell Council will 
continue beyond the planned two years, 
bosses have revealed. 

The Facing the Future programme set up 
to help make £22 million worth of savings 
is said to be progressing ‘very well’ and 
chiefs will now look to extend it beyond 
2017. The scheme has seen the council 
sell off buildings and encourage residents 
to pay council tax online to save cash. 

The authority has seen its Government 
funding drop by more than £100 million 
since 2010.

Clampdown on 
drinking in street 

YOBS have been drinking in the streets 
in West Bromwich and leaving litter 
lying around, prompting a police crack¬ 
down. Officers say there has been an 
increase in reports in recent weeks 
around the Marl Hole area. 

Neighbourhood police have started 
to confiscate booze in the area as 
street drinking is already banned in the 
Greets Green and Lyng areas. 

Insp Matthew Morgan said: “Officers 
have been confiscating alcohol from 
individuals engaging in this activity.”

Beauty spot in line 
for £70k upgrade 

MORE than £70,000 of improvements will 
be made at Barr Beacon under plans being 
drawn up by the council. 

Improved footpaths are being consid¬ 
ered for the landmark site in Walsall be¬ 
tween Aldridge and Pheasey. 

Walsall Council chiefs are looking at in¬ 
vesting £60,000 on the Barr Beacon quarry 
bridle path. 

They are also looking at footpath and 
access improvements. 

Work will be subject to securing fund¬ 
ing and a report to the council states that 
none is currently earmarked at the present 
moment. 
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Sadness as former school bulldozed

IT was the end of an era as bulldoz¬ 
ers brought down a former Oldbury 
high school to make way for the first 
new secondary school in the bor¬ 
ough. 

Former pupils watched as the 
derelict Oldbury Academy building 
in Moat Road, Langley, was demol¬ 
ished to make way for the proposed 
Q3 Academy that will be built by 
Sandwell Council. It is hoped the 
first pupils will start at the new 
school in September next year. 

There will be around 120 Year 7 
youngsters and it is hoped that it 


will grow from there to eventually 
accommodate 1,200 children. Dr 
Terry Daniels, chairman of Langley 
and Oldbury local history society, 
described it as heart wrenching to 
see the building demolished. 

He said: “I went to the school in 
the late 1950s and early 60s when it 
was Oldbury Grammar School. 

“I have been back on a couple of 
occasions since but it had changed 
a lot since my day. However, it is 
very sad to see it disappear as it was 
always quite an iconic building in 
Moat Road, with the dome on the 


building too. I took some pictures 
when it was being demolished and 
to see it being clawed away at by the 
JCB was quite heart wrenching ac¬ 
tually.” 

The building dated back to the 
1920s and became Langley High 
School in 1974. 

Langley High School closed in 
2007 but the site continued to be 
used by the Oldbury College of Sport 
and Oldbury Academy until 2012, 
when the school moved all activity 
to the former Oldbury Technical 
School site on Pound Road.

fury as 

FIVE gravestones were damaged in 
a suspected vandalism attack at a 
Wednesbury cemetery. 

Families have been left distraught after 
two headstones in Fallings Heath Ceme¬ 
tery were knocked over and three others 
were damaged. 

It is believed a car or quad bike rammed into 
the stones in section W of the Beebee Road site. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, who represents 
Wednesbury North, labelled the attack as dis¬ 
gusting. 

“For someone to do this and then just drive 
away is absolutely awful,” she said. 

“I cannot get my head around who would do 
this and not even own up to it. It is truly dis¬ 
gusting. Imagine people taking flowers to their 
loved ones and then seeing a scene like that - it 
is unthinkable. 

“The gravestones are situated by a path but 
sort of in the middle row, so even if someone 
had done this by accident I don’t understand 
why they wouldn’t inform somebody and own 
up to it. 

Disrespectful 

“To make it even worse there may not be any 
insurance on the effected headstones. It is so sad 
for those affected, I just hope they find whoever 
has done it.” 

She added: “One of the headstones has com¬ 
pletely broken in half. It is so disrespectful. The 
police have been informed and we are awaiting 
a call back from them.” 

Staff at the cemetery cleared away the broken 
headstones, fonts, flowers and memorial objects 
on Tuesday. 

Leader of Sandwell Council, Councillor Dar¬ 
ren Cooper, said: “There are five memorials that 
have been damaged at one of our cemeteries. 

“These have since been removed from the 
graves whilst we try to trace families that have 
been affected. 

“It’s not clear whether the damage is a result 
of vandalism.” 

A meeting was arranged for families affected 
by the attack at the cemetery today. 

The damage occurred on Monday. Anyone 
with information is asked to get in touch with 
police on 101. 

Sandwell Council manages nine cemeteries. 
Fallings Heath was formerly opened in Septem¬ 
ber 1936 by the Bishop of Stafford, who was for¬ 
merly the Vicar of Wednesbury. 

The gates were opened using a key specially 
presented to the Bishop.

Jail threat 
claim family 
set for meet 
with council 

COUNCIL bosses have said that they 
are willing to meet with the family who 
claimed they were threatened with pris¬ 
on if they did not send their children to 
school. 

Tracy Foster, aged 44, and husband 
Paul, 47, from Great Barr, who have 
nine children, claim they were told 
to‘drag’ their children into class by Wal¬ 
sall Council. 

The Fosters were summoned to an 
education attendance panel hearing by 
Walsall Council in June after two of 
their children, Faith, 15, and Lenny, 12, 
each missed 15 days off school last year 
because of illness. 

As well as Faith and Lenny the couple 
have Freddy, two, William, three, Stan¬ 
ley, six, April, seven, Eily, 10, Grace, 16, 
and 18-year-old Stephen. 

They were told the absences meant 
they were failing in their legal duty to 
ensure their children regularly attended 
Barr Beacon School in Aldridge. 

Councillor Chris Towe, Walsall Coun¬ 
cil’s portfolio holder for learning, in¬ 
sisted the council would be more than 
willing to meet with the family to discuss 
matters further. 

He said: “We want to work in partner¬ 
ship with the family to sort this out. 

“The family may believe they are 
being discriminated against because 
they have a large family but it is nothing 
to do with that. It is the law that a child 
should attend school 90 per cent of the 
time and us as councillors have a duty 
to make sure they do go to school and 
receive an education.” 

Bank holiday

SANDWELL Ramblers are staging the 
sixth Six Towns Challenge event on 
Bank Holiday Monday, with a 26-mile 
walk of the Black Country. 

The route visits each of Sandwell’s 
Six Towns and includes the 1.75 miles 
of the famous Netherton Tunnel, which 
in 2013 underwent a four-month resto¬ 
ration scheme by the Canal and River 
Trust at a cost of £1.5 million.

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Action plan 
outlined to 
boost rating 
on services 

COUNCILLORS have put forward a 
plan of action for their failing chil¬ 
dren’s services department - which 
was heavily criticised by Ofsted in re¬ 
cent months. 

Bosses say that the plan will focus 
on better training for social workers, 
more regular audits and a clearer 
focus on child exploitation. 

The Ofsted report made damaging 
remarks about ‘widespread and seri¬ 
ous failures’ within the department 
that were putting children in the bor¬ 
ough at risk of harm. 

Councillor Simon Hackett said: “We 
are deeply disappointed about what 
Ofsted said but we are in a much bet¬ 
ter position now than what we were 
two and a half years ago. 

“I have always said that if it’s not 
good enough for my children then it’s 
not good enough for other families. 

“However, despite Ofsted we would 
have still introduced this improve¬ 
ment plan anyway as we want to con¬ 
tinue to strive for the best. 

“We have got to move on the good 
and get onto this straight away, and 
this plan does what it should.” 

The plan intends to get more social 
service teams to work on the preven¬ 
tion of child exploitation in Sandwell 
along with what Councillor Hackett 
described as putting into practice the 
‘three P’s’ - prevention, protection 
and pursuit. 

He explained: “We need to put a 
stronger focus on prevention work 
and now have social service teams 
working across Sandwell to make sure 
children are safer.”

Making most use of the canals 


Miles of canal footpaths can play 
a major role in the West Midlands’ 
transport plans, according to the head 
of the organisation that looks after 
the waterways in the region. 

Opening them up to cyclists and 
walkers would help improve the 
transport infrastructure, said Peter 
Mathews, chairman of the Canal & 
River Trust’s Partnership in the West 
Midlands. 

The trust safeguards 350km of wa¬ 
terways in the West Midlands as well 
as caring for a large collection of listed 
structures and many important wild¬ 


life sites. Mr Mathews said: “We do 
need to create more awareness of the 
canal network in the West Midlands 
and with £6 million from the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport we have a scheme 
in place to transform access to the ca¬ 
nals for thousands of people. 

“This is a huge task because parts 
of the canal network are over 250 
years old. However, we can make 
them better places for leisure as well 
as linking with organisations and 
businesses to make them safer and 
more attractive places for all of our 
different users. 


“We are working closely with Sus- 
trans, the sustainable transport char¬ 
ity who have a base in Birmingham, 
to achieve our aspirations to encour¬ 
age people to walk and cycle more as 
a starting point for reducing motor 
traffic.” 

Yvonne Gilligan, regional director 
of Sustrans, has been appointed to the 
Trust’s West Midlands Partnership. 
She said: “More and more people in 
Birmingham see cycling and walking 
as a way to travel to and from work 
and we must ensure that their routes 
are safe and useable.”

COUNCIL bosses hailed 
‘some great results’ at 
schools across Sandwell, 
following the GCSE results 
which came out last week. 

Results improved for the third 
year running at Ormiston Forge 
Academy, Cradley Heath, where 
students achieved a 51 per cent 
pass rate at A*-C, including Eng¬ 
lish and maths. 

Two years ago this figure was 44 per 
cent and last year it was 47 per cent. 

Principal Andrew Burns said: “I’m 
delighted with the results this year, 
above all they show we are making 
consistent progress and building on 
solid foundations. Our students are 
benefitting from our robust methods, 
great teachers, excellent support net¬ 
work and our hard work ethic.” 

Gurjivan Singh was the stand-out 
performer with 12 A* grades and a B. 

Meanwhile, at Sandwell Academy, 
students achieved 81 per cent A*-C 
grades, with 85 per cent gaining an A* 
-C grade in maths. 

All students achieved at least one 
A*-C qualification, with 89 per cent 
achieving five or more. 

Fabulous 

Headteacher Simon Topper said: 
“Students have once again achieved 
some fabulous GCSE outcomes this 
year. I am thrilled with the collec¬ 
tive performance of this cohort and 
congratulate all the students on their 
achievement and the hard work and 
dedication shown.” 

There was a stand-out performer at 
the Q3 Academy in Great Barr. Lewis 
Bradbury scored seven A grades and 
four Bs during a year when he also 
landed medals in a number of inter¬ 
national karate competitions. 

Computing saw the biggest jump in 
entrants, rising by 111 per cent. At 
the George Salter Academy in West 
Bromwich, 63 per cent of students 
gained five or more A*-C grades. 

Principal Bob Banks said: “This 
continuing level of commitment from 
staff and students is a strong example 


of the high standards we hold here. 
Congratulations to our students who 
have worked so hard to achieve so 
well.” 

GCSE pass rates were up across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire as 
more than two thirds of exams were 
marked with the the top A*-C grades. 

A total of 521,931 GCSEs were 
taken in the West Midlands this year 
- 5.4 per cent of which were awarded 
A* and 13 per cent an A. 

There was a slight increase in the 
number of exams graded between 
A*-C, the 66.9 per cent figures mark¬ 
ing a rise of 0.2 per cent on 2014. 

But the number of GCSEs graded 


at either A* or A fell by 0.3 per cent 
this year. 

In Walsall, Aldridge School saw 
more than 20 per cent of students 
landing at least three A* or A grades, 
while 10 students achieved 10 or 
more A* or As. More than 60 per cent 
achieved A*-C in English/Maths. 

Meanwhile, Brownhills School saw 
an increase in overall grades and 
significantly improved pass rates in 
many departments. 

In Dudley, 70 per cent of students at 
the Bishop Milner School achieved the 
Government’s benchmark standard of 
five or more GCSEs at A*-C, including 
English and maths. 


Acting principal Richard May said: 
“It is testament to the hard work of 
students, staff and support from their 
parents.” 

Oldswinford Hospital School in 
Stourbridge saw 89.4 per cent of 
students achieving A*-C grades in 
five or more subjects, with 81.8 per 
cent achieving the same feat includ¬ 
ing English and maths. Headmaster 
Paul Kilbride said: “These results are 
well-deserved.” 

Nationally, there were 5,277,604 
entrants for GCSEs, up one per cent 
on last year, with the number of can¬ 
didates receiving a C grade or above 
rising for the second year in a row.

PHEW, what a relief. The 70th anniver¬ 
sary of VJ-Day and the end of the Second 
World War passed off without hundreds of 
veterans and civilians being blown to piec¬ 
es by Islamist terrorists. As you may recall, 
before last weekend’s events it was wide¬ 
ly reported that shadowy home-grown 
bombers, inspired by Islamic State, were 
planning to plant a bomb on the route. As 
one tabloid put it: “Bomb plot:The extrem¬ 
ists aim to strike on Saturday by explod¬ 
ing a deadly pressure cooker bomb dur¬ 
ing events in Central London.” Thankfully, 
this dastardly plot was foiled. Just like the 
one to blow up a North Sea oil rig, fly a 
private plane into Canary Wharf, smear 
deadly ricin poison on cars and massacre 
shoppers in an English shopping mall. If 
you believe such reports, usually based on 
unnamed “intelligence sources,” terrorist 
plots are foiled day after day. Now, it may 
be that our spooks and anti-terror cops are 
the finest plot-foilers in the world. But it 
sometimes strikes me as strange that very 
few burglaries, usually committed by thick¬ 
head, drug-addled teenagers, are ever 
foiled and they are rarely solved. Yet plots 
plotted by the biggest and best-funded 
terrorist organisations in history are foiled 
time after time. It is, to put it mildly, odd. 

ISN’T it odd, the things that can start a 
row? Charlie Dimmock, the TV gardener, 
merely suggests some allotments are too 
big for the average couple to manage. She 
is howled down for her “random thought” 
by the National Allotments Society which 
points out that the common 300 square 
yard allotment, dating back to Victorian 
times, is specifically designed to feed a 
family of four for 
a year. This size 
is apparently 
sacred and in¬ 
violable. Why? 
Many allotment 
holders are re¬ 
tired or have no 
family. Some 
find the full- 
size allotment 
too much to cope with. Others are 
desperate for any scrap of land. I bet all 
over England thousands of allotments are 
already informally divided between friends 
and relations. All Dimmock is suggesting 
is that when some allotments become va¬ 
cant, they should be divided into four to 
see what the demand is. The reaction from 
the allotments establishment proves again 
that nothing matters more to the English 
than their hobbies. 

WELL done, the security staff at Dublin 
Airport who confiscated a three-year-old 
boy’s plastic toy on the grounds that it 
had a trigger and looked a bit like a weap¬ 
on.

Car thief smashed van 
into house after chase

A PROLIFIC criminal who 
seriously injured a man in a 
horror crash while driving a 
car he had stolen minutes 
earlier has been jailed for al¬ 
most three years. 

Arfan Mohammed careered 
over a junction at 50mph and 
slammed into a van so hard it was 
catapulted across the pavement, 
through a concrete-base fence 
and into the porch of a house 
causing thousands of pounds 
worth of damage, a judge heard. 

The badly hurt driver - a 42-year- 
old tiler - had to be freed from the 
wrecked vehicle and spent seven days 
in hospital. He underwent treatment 
for nine broken ribs and a collapsed 
lung. He also damaged his wrist. 

Unemployed Mohammed, who had 
49 previous convictions for 101 sepa¬ 
rate offences including several cases 
of dangerous driving, took the silver 
Citroen Picasso after spotting the 
owner accidentally drop the car keys 
after parking in Smethwick High 
Street on May 27, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

The theft was quickly reported and 
a passing police patrol spotted the ve¬ 
hicle in nearby Holly Lane minutes 
later. But 43-year-old Mohammed 
sped away, leading to a chase. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, told 
the court: “It made no attempt to stop 
and collided with the other vehicle 
that had right of way. The van went 
through a fence and hit the porch of a 
house where the woman occupant had 
been minutes earlier.” 

Officers assisted the injured van 
driver and arrested Mohammed who 
had taken cocaine some time before 
the accident. 

Mr Hafeez Mohammad, defending, 
said: “He feels very fortunate that the 
injuries of the man in the van were 
not even more serious.” Mohammed, 
from Granville Street, Birmingham, 
admitted causing serious injury 
through dangerous driving and ag¬ 
gravated vehicle taking. He was jailed 
for two years eight months and will be 
banned from driving for two years on 
release from prison.

A BLACK Country soldier, who was 
described as the finest of his genera¬ 
tion by the Ministry of Defence fol¬ 
lowing his death in Afghanistan, has 
had a street named in his honour. 

Captain Sean Dolan, from Rowley 
Regis, was killed in Helmand Prov¬ 
ince in 2007 during an operation 
with US and Afghan troops. 

Members of his family, including 
Captain Dolan’s mother Daphne, 
were joined by representatives from 
the Mercian Regiment and local 
Royal British Legion branches as 
around 80 people attended the cere¬ 
mony to mark the official opening of 
Sean Dolan Close. 

The road, in Rowley Regis, is part 
of a new development off Carnegie 
Road, on the site of the former Wil¬ 
liam Lench manufacturing works. 

The 40-year-old officer, who was 
an avid Wolves fan, served with the 
1st Battalion, the Worcestershire

and Sherwood Foresters Regiment. 
He was laid to rest with full military 
honours at Chester Cathedral fol¬ 
lowing his death. Molineux anthem 
Hi-Ho Silver Lining rang out during 
the service. A plan to name a road 


after Captain Dolan had been in the 
offing since his death, with an appro¬ 
priate development in his home town 
now available. 

Residents living on the new devel¬ 
opment were leafleted to be made 
aware of Captain Dolan’s back¬ 
ground. Veterans from the Worces¬ 
tershire and Sherwood Foresters 
Regiment were also in attendance. 
The tribute was the idea of Rowley 
Regis councillor Bob Price. He said: 
“When I was asked to name a road 
for the new builds I asked the per¬ 
mission of the family to name it after 
Sean Dolan.” 

Captain Dolan, or ‘Dollar’ as he 
was known, joined the army in 1983 
and quickly rose through the ranks. 

He was observing Taliban fighters 
from a vantage point when he was 
killed by a mortar round. He was 
awarded a Meritorious Service Medal 
shortly before his death. 


No-waiting 
zones move 
attacked by 
motorists 

NEW measures to stop people park¬ 
ing on problem roads in Sandwell are 
set to be introduced, despite objec¬ 
tions from motorists. 

Sandwell Council is proposing to 
make several roads no-waiting zones 
to help improve safety and traffic-flow 
in problem areas in a crackdown on 
‘unsafe, illegal and inconsiderate 
parking’. But drivers have hit out at 
the proposals, with a number of peo¬ 
ple unhappy about the impact the 
changes will have. 

Highways bosses are proposing to 
bring in the Traffic Regulation Orders 
at the junction of Coopers Lane and 
Green Street in Smethwick, parts of 
Waterfall Lane, Cradley Heath, Tat 
Bank Road and Stone Road, Oldbury, 
and Westmead Drive, Oldbury. A res¬ 
idents parking scheme is also planned 
for Sydney Road, Cradley Heath. 

Several people have contacted the 
council regarding the changes but 
chiefs insist the changes will improve 
road safety. Businesses in Tat Bank 
Road and Stone Street, Oldbury, have 
been particularly irritated by the pro¬ 
posals, with a letter of objection con¬ 
taining five signatures sent. 

Companies feel the new measures 
will cause congestion and make park¬ 
ing difficult. They say they rely on 
customers being able to park and ad¬ 
ditional restrictions is not the answer. 

But the council said there had been 
requests for parking restrictions in 
the area as heavy goods vehicles often 
find their path blocked, and say the 
changes will improve access to busi¬ 
nesses. 

Dog owners urged 
to clean up mess 

DOG walkers are being urged to clean 
up after their pets after concerns 
raised by members of a park friends 
group. 

Campaigners claim that dog mess is 
still routinely found around Queslett 
Nature Reserve, in Great Barr. Mem¬ 
bers of its friends group say that more 
dog bins were introduced in recent 
months but it still remains a problem. 

Ward Councillor Keith Linnecor 
said it was only a ‘small minority’ 
of owners but said it was something 
which needed to be tackled. 

“When parents are taking their 
children to the Queslett Nature Re¬ 
serve to play and enjoy the reserve, 
dog mess is still to be found,” he said. 

“I would like to thank the vast ma¬ 
jority of sensible dog owners bag their 
dog’s mess up.”

LEISURE centres in Sandwell are not 
doing enough to convince people to 
become permanent members, coun¬ 
cillors have said. 

Sandwell Leisure Trust, which runs 
leisure centres in the borough on be¬ 
half of Sandwell Council, has been 
told that more could be done to im¬ 
prove membership numbers. 

A report from Sandwell Council 
said members of its leisure, culture 
and third sector scrutiny panel felt 
the trust’s membership offer was 
‘somewhat limited’ and that ‘consid¬ 
eration should be given to offering 
more packages’. 

But the Leisure Trust, which is 
a registered charity, has hit back at 
the criticism, saying it has attracted 
more than 40,000 members and that 
numbers signing up have increased 
each year. 

The row comes ahead of the open¬ 
ing of the new £8 million Wednesbury 
Leisure Centre in October, for which 
people can join for £9.99 a month 
until the new year. 

The comments made at the council 
scrutiny meeting came after members 
were presented with evidence that 
some users were choosing to pay for 
each separate visit rather than sign 
up to a membership. 

Offers currently available for 
Sandwell leisure centres include the 
One Card, which offers unlimited 
access to swimming sessions, fitness 
classes, gyms and weights, a sauna, 
as well as discounts to play golf and 
tennis, and is available for £28.50 a 
month. 


New Street in 
automated bid 

BIRMINGHAM New Street has in¬ 
stalled its first phase of automatic 
ticket barriers. The machines were 
put in place as the station nears com¬ 
pletion of its long-term renovation. 

Previously there were no auto¬ 
matic ticket barriers at the station, as 
ticket checking points were sparingly 
manned by workers at the station, 
who sometimes would have to wave 
people through without properly 
checking their ticket. 

The move is an attempt to clamp 
down on people who are skipping rail 
fares by making sure that people can¬ 
not get through the barriers without 
a valid ticket.

A COMBINED authority for the West Mid¬ 
lands is ‘not about Birmingham swallowing 
up all of the smaller councils’, a Black Coun¬ 
try leader has insisted. 

Darren Cooper, leader of Sandwell Council, 
said bosses would be ‘daft’ not to take the 
opportunity. 

It comes after West Midlands MEP Bill 
Etheridge said the move would ‘deeply dam¬ 
age democracy’ and lead to the break-up of 
the NHS. 

The West Midlands Combined Author¬ 
ity will be made up of councils in the Black 
Country, Birmingham and Solihull. It is set 
to be up and running by April 2016, and sup¬ 
porters say it will give the area devolved pow¬ 
ers to oversee transport spending, skills and 
attracting investment. 


In a lengthy post on his blog, Councillor 
Cooper said: “A combined authority will 
bring millions of pounds worth of investment 
into the West Midlands. It will take decision 
making powers away from the Government 
and give them to us here in the very heart 
of our country. “A combined authority is 
not about Birmingham swallowing up all of 
the smaller councils. It’s not about adding 
an extra layer of government, or more poli¬ 
ticians. Some people have even asked me if 
their address would change. The answer is 
no. 

“Who your council is, where you live and 
what town you come from will not change. 
What will change is it will be the West Mid¬ 
lands - and not Westminster - making the 
big decisions on the things that affect us.

We’d be daft not to take this opportunity. A 
combined authority will mean higher produc¬ 
tivity, more skilled and better paid jobs, bet¬ 
ter health outcomes, reformed public services 
and a lower welfare bill.” 

UKIP MEP Mr Etheridge said the pro¬ 
posed deal was one third of a ‘terrible trio’ 
which he said would ‘deeply damage democ¬ 
racy’. 

The others, he claimed, were the European 
Union and the system of political cabinets 
running councils.

Borough second worst 
for diabetes in adults 


ACTION needs to be taken to tackle 
the ‘saddening’ fact Sandwell has 
the second highest proportion of 
adults with diabetes in England. 

That is the view of the councillor who 
chairs Sandwell Council’s Health Scruti¬ 
ny Board. 

A total of 8.8 per cent of the borough’s adults 
have diabetes - the second highest percentage 
in the country. 

Neighbouring Walsall is third on the list, 
with 8.7 per cent suffering from the condition. 

Councillor Paul Sandars, chairman of the 
authority’s Health Scrutiny Board, said he was 
disappointed by the statistics, but Walsall’s 
plight suggested the prevalence of diabetes was 
a wider Black Country problem. 

Andrew Harkness from the Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Clinical Commissioning 
Group said the body was ‘committed to tack¬ 
ling’ diabetes. 

Questions will be asked of the CCG about 
why the problem exists - and what can be done 
to combat it, Councillor Sandars said. 

“Obviously these figures are saddening. Wal¬ 
sall has a similar problem so this is clearly a 
Black Country issue. 

Questions 

“It’s an area where the NHS could save 
money by working on prevention rather than 
cure. With Walsall also in the top three, there 
must be something here for the Black Country 
rather than England as a whole. 

“I look forward to asking some questions of 
the CCG and finding out why that is in due 
course. 

“Naturally we want to find out what they’re 
doing about things.” 

Wolverhampton is 12th on the list with 7.9 
per cent. 

Dudley has 6.8 per cent of adults with dia¬ 
betes, compared to seven per cent in Cannock 
Chase. 

Mr Harkness, consultant in public health at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham CCG, said: 
“Diabetes is a real challenge to the health of 
Sandwell people and one we are committed to 
tackle. 

“Our population contains a high proportion 
of people with a South Asian ethnic back¬ 
ground and diabetes is generally more preva- 
lent among this community.”

Fan’s soul purpose 
to remember music

back to the 1980s and North¬ 
ern Soul with photographer 
Anthony McFarlane 


CAST your mind back to 1981. The 
glamour and excitement of the 80s 
really started to kick into gear, with 
music and technology changing at 
a rapid pace. 

One West Bromwich photographer and 
life-long Northern Soul music lover has 
recaptured the essence of the decade, 
and 1981 in particular, in his exhibition 
called - Soulheaven truly yours. 

The show tells a visual story about a man, a 
scooter, his music and a record he must dance 
too - the song Truly Yours by The Detroit 
Spinners. 

Anthony McFarlane, age 51, of Macl3Soul 
Photographic is the brains behind the exhibi¬ 
tion, which opened at Sandwell Arts Cafe in 
what was The Public in West Bromwich last 
Thursday. He said his work explored the link 
between style, scooters and Northern Soul as 
the forgotten subculture of the 1980s. 

Performers 

He said: “Soul Heaven is a look at North¬ 
ern Soul through items and people. I wanted 
to create something that was different to 
the usual photographs of people dancing - I 
wanted to create a story through photographs. 

The 18 images on show, include everything 
from Northern Soul performers to the railway 
station close to the legendary Northern Soul 
club Wigan Casino. There will also be two cars, 
a Ford and a VW Beetle and two original Ves- 
pas on display. 

Anthony said: “The story I am telling is 
about a man who wants to get to Wigan Casino 
on the last night before it closed in 1981, and 
dance to the song Truly Yours and is trying 
to work out how to get there. It is ultimately 
showing his journey and takes you through dif¬ 
ferent parts of his life. The photographs used 
in the exhibition represent his memories.”

Inside the cars there will also be memora¬ 
bilia relating to Northern Soul. Anthony pre¬ 
fers to call them memories. He said: “It gives 
you a feeling that you can relate to his journey. 
So in that respect every item is a memory. The 
journey runs throughout the month of Novem¬ 
ber and December 1981. 

“1981 was the last time Wigan Casino 
closed its doors and that was the place to go 
for Northern Soul. So I knew when I thought 
about it that it had to be 1981 as the year to 
go back too.” 

“When you look in one of the cars you will 
see items relating to this man and where he 
was going, there may even be a note from his 
dad in there. 

“They’ll be a bag and beer towel and fag 
tin that will all have Northern Soul written 
on them, so people will ultimately have the 
chance to come around the exhibition and 


have a wander in his mind.” The exhibition 
will include a playlist tailored to Northern 
Soul, but Anthony explains that anyone with 
any type of musical interest will be able to re¬ 
late to it. 

He said: “As well as the exhibition playlist 
they’ll be a blank piece of paper that visitors 
can fill in with the songs that relate to their 
lives - whether that be rock, pop, soul or other. 
The whole idea is to give people the chance to 
think. 

“I think that exhibitions rarely give people 
the chance to really think about themselves 
and their own lives. 

“So here we’re saying this is the outline of a 
story, here is some music now make of it what 
you want to make of it.” 

Soul Heaven has had six previous outings 
but in different forms. The last exhibition 
was in 2012 for The Bass Festival in Birming-

ham. Anthony said: “I don’t have a favourite 
camera to take the photos with, I have used 
everything and anything going over the years. 

“The storytelling is the frustrated writer 
coming out in me via photography. 

“Personally I’ve been dancing on the pave¬ 
ments to Northern Soul since I was 15 and I 
am still dancing to it on this day. 

“I think if anyone is really passionate about 
anything then they will come along and asso¬ 
ciate with the exhibition. 

“Everyone should come along - you don’t 
just have to be into Northern Soul.” 

Anthony, who has two children Nicholas, 
27, and Assyrian, 11, mentors other artists 
and works with students across the Midlands 
as well as running art workshops at Sandwell 
College. The exhibition runs until October 23, 
Mondays to Fridays 10am to 4pm.

Anger as brick nicker 
targets historic path

THE last thing Gary Brookes 
expected when he was put¬ 
ting out the bins was his path 
to have disappeared from un¬ 
der his feet. 

But that’s exactly what hap¬ 
pened - after 200 bricks were 
pinched by a brazen thief. 

The ‘brick nicker’ ripped up more 
than 200 historic bricks from the foot¬ 
path at the side of the home in Quarry 
Bank. 

Mr Brookes says he couldn’t believe 
the cheek of the fleet-footed thief. 

The 53-year-old said he was putting 
out his rubbish when he noticed the 
bricks had mysteriously disappeared. 

“The whole thing has been bizarre. 
It is the cheek of it really - I couldn’t 
believe it,” he said. 

Just fragments of some of the 200 
bricks are left scattered with weeds 
and mud showing where the narrow 
pathway once was. 

Manufacturer 

After the thief had pulled up from 
the side of his home, off New Street, 
the precision engineer did a little dig¬ 
ging of his own. 

He found the underside of each brick 
had been marked by the manufacturer 
‘Mobberley & Perry - Stourbridge’. 

The firm is believed to have grown 
after a company ran by Samuel Mob¬ 
berley and James Porter Bayley which 
was trading in the 1860s. It was trad¬ 
ing from Thorns Fireclay and Brick¬ 
works, in Kingswinford, and at the 
Cradley Station colliery, in Cradley 
Heath. 

Having discovered the firm had 
brickworks until the 1960s he is out¬ 
raged that thieves have made off with 
items which have significant local her¬ 
itage. Mr Brookes said: “The insur¬ 
ance guy did his report and gave his 
opinion that he thought the bricks had 
been stolen to order. He said they were 


expensive bricks and quite irreplacea¬ 
ble. Maybe someone took them to take 
them to one of these reclaim places. 
Maybe they had a nice little payout -1 
don’t know. 

“It would great to have them back 
but that seems unlikely now. They 
were made all those years ago and it is 


an industry that just is not there any¬ 
more.” The bricks were nabbed from 
Mr Brookes’ home either overnight on 
July 31 or while he was at work the 
following day. They had been in situ 
since before he moved into the prop¬ 
erty in 1998 and the thieves had to 
kick down a gate to get to them.

Nursery plan 
for former 
council base 

A FORMER Sandwell Council hous¬ 
ing office in Smethwick could be 
turned into a nursery under new 
plans. Proposals have been submitted 
to the council for its empty Bearwood 
Neighbourhood Office in Reginald 
Road, which is on the same site as 
Smethwick Baths. 

Inderjit Sahota has applied for a 
change of use so he can set up a nurs¬ 
ery at the office, which has lain un¬ 
used for around four years. 

Councillor Steve Eling said the 
council had been forced to pull out 
of its neighbourhood housing offices 
three or fours years ago due to the 
Government’s austerity measures. 

Since services moved out of the 
building it has not been occupied and 
deputy leader Councillor Eling wel¬ 
comed the idea of the office being used 
once again. He said: “It would be good 
to see the building back in use again 
and providing for the community.”” 


“I’m worried that the fence has been 
like this for years. They’re clearly 
going to have to do something about 
it.” 

Quarry management warned that 
rocks lie beneath the surface and 
someone could easily be killed. Fears 
youngsters were heading to the quarry 
to take part in the craze of tombston¬ 
ing - leaping from a cliff or other high 
point into water - were also raised. 

Improvements 

The land has been earmarked for a 
housing development, with work due 
to start next year. The firm behind the 
proposals says it is taking action to se¬ 
cure the 100,000 sq ft site. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, who 
also sits on the committee, reiterated 
calls for improvements to the fence. 

She said: “It’s a big site and I’m sure 
it’s difficult to maintain the fence, but 
it’s the quarry’s responsibility to do it. 

“If people are really determined they 
will break through a fence anyway, but 
generally I think young people are less 
likely to try to get through if the fence 
is good.” 

The company refused to provide an 
updated comment, but have stepped 
up patrols at the site.

A NEW £4 million housing develop¬ 
ment has officially been opened, trans¬ 
forming an estate in West Bromwich. 

The Beaconview development on the 
Charlemont Farm estate was unveiled 
by dignitaries and residents.

BOXING legend Frank Bru¬ 
no heaped praise on a Black 
Country charity after joining 
hundreds of workers, volun¬ 
teers and locals in their open 
day at their well-being cen¬ 
tre.

FOCUS ON SMETHWICK AND BEARWOOD 


Bosses hit back after slide 
collapse claims by parents 


BOSSES of a hot air balloon festival have defended 
the speed of their response after an inflatable slide 
collapsed during the event in Smethwick. 

Parents say they feared for the safety of their chil- 
dren.Around 10 youngsters were on the slide when it start¬ 
ed to deflate at the Balloons and Tunes Festival, in Victoria 


Park, on August 15. 

They criticised the response of 
the contractor responsible for the 
inflatable claiming they had to 
take action to release youngsters 
themselves. 

But a spokesman for UK In¬ 
flatable Attractions has hit back 
at the comments saying it was 
parents panicking that created 
‘pandemonium’ and hampering 
efforts to rescue the children. 

And he claimed parents had 
actually jumped on to the slide 
causing it to deflate more quickly. 

The drama unfolded during the 
second day of the festival. 

Parents at the event said the 
rear section of the slide had 
started to collapse and the sounds 
of children screaming in fright 
could be heard. 

They claimed those operating 
the attraction had not reacted 
to the situation and parents had 
managed to get a pair of scissors 
and used them to free the chil¬ 
dren from the slide. 

But the spokesman for the 
contractor said this had not been 
the case and they had responded 
quickly. 

“The generator had failed 
which meant the slide started to

deflate. This happens on occasion 
and we have procedures in place 
to ensure children are safe,” he 
said. 

“When there have been similar 
events in the past there has never 
been a problem. 

“This time it was pandemo¬ 
nium but that was only because 
parents panicked and hampered 
us doing our job. They rushed 
up and some of them actually 
jumped on the slide which caused 
it to deflate more quickly and 
made the situation worse.” He 
said staff had started work to 
free the youngsters and restore 
the generator straight away. 

Keith Coulter, of KC Promo¬ 
tions, said: “The contractor team 
dealt with the incident profes¬ 
sionally and calmly in spite of the 
panic created by a number of par¬ 
ents at the scene.” 

Some criticised the event on 
Facebook for being ‘boring’ and 
‘expensive’. Mr Coulter said: 
“The event was structured 
around tethered balloon displays, 
live music and family entertain¬ 
ment.”

Thugs rob 

teenager 
of phone 
in attack 


TWO teenagers out walking a dog in broad 
daylight were set upon by three men who 
grabbed one around the neck and robbed 
them of their mobile phones. 

Mitchell Taylor, aged 24, of Clay Lane, Langley, 
pleaded guilty to two counts of robbery for his part 
in the ‘joint enterprise’. He had been drinking in his 


car with friends. 

They saw the two 17-year- 
olds walk past with their 
dog in Warley Woods, 
Smethwick about 4.30pm 
on June 12. The three men 
approached the teenag¬ 
ers, with one grabbing the 
boy by the neck and press¬ 
ing something sharp into 
his skin, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Mr Mark Phillips, pros¬ 
ecuting, said one man de¬ 
manded he hand over his 
phone, and when the teen¬ 
ager asked ‘are you seri¬ 
ous?’, he was punched in 
the face. 

Throwing his phone 
down, the man turned to the 
girl and said ‘and now you’. 
He said: “She took that to 
mean he wanted her phone 
as well, so she took it out of 
her pocket and threw it on 
the ground.” Mr Phillips 
said the girl had seen the 
men at a nearby parked car 
before the robbery, so she 
took noted the registration 
and called police. 

The car was registered 
to Taylor, Mr Phillips said,

who was arrested at ‘bail- 
type accommodation’ Syca¬ 
more Lodge on June 16. 

In their victim statements 
the teenagers said they were 
‘shocked and frightened’. 

The girl said: “When he 
was hit in the face I was very 
scared they would hurt him 
more, or that they would 
hurt me.” Taylor’s previous 
convictions include robbery, 
handling stolen goods, and 
grievous bodily harm. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the ‘impression¬ 
able’ Taylor had pleaded 
guilty to the joint enter¬ 
prise, but was not the man 
who put his arm around the 
teenager’s neck. 

Recorder Nigel Baker 
QC said it must have been 
a ‘most frightening experi¬ 
ence’ for the boy, and the 
girl was ‘no doubt petri¬ 
fied’ by what she had seen. 
Taylor was sentence to five 
years’ jail for each robbery 
charge, to be served concur¬ 
rently. 


Tallest office block 
to tower over city

PLANS have been unveiled for the tallest office building 
in Birmingham, the Beorma Tower, which will stand more 
than 700 ft high over Digbeth, beside the landmark Sel¬ 
fridges store. 

Kuwait-based property group Salhia has brought in new 
architects Broadway Malyan to revised plans first seen last 
year. The result is the city’s first 30-storey office tower, 
adding three storeys to the original plan. It will be the 
third tallest building on Birmingham’s skyline, after the 
BT Tower and the Raddison Blu hotel. The £150 million de¬ 
velopment centres on a two-acre site on the corner of Park 
Street and Allison Street, closed to the Bullring shopping 
centre, and will see three new blocks built, including the 
tower,with offices and 223 flats and apartments. 

A detailed planning application has been submitted to 
Birmingham City Council following months of consultation 
meetings, and it details that the offices and shops in the 
development are expected to create around 1,723 full-time 
jobs. Another 800 would be created in the city as a result 
of the development.

Galton family's influence on region 



MEMORY LANE 



GALTON is a surname synon¬ 
ymous with the Black Coun¬ 
try, ever since Samuel Galton 
the younger and his wife Lucy 
moved into Great Barr Hall 
following the birth of their 
daughter Mary Ann in 1778. 

The hall became St Margaret’s 
Hospital, and was leased from Sir 
Joseph Scott. 

Mary Ann remembered their home 
as - “The mansion of a beautiful 
though not very large estate. It was 
set in an amphitheatre of wooded hills, 
one of which was covered with noble 
oak and beach trees, another with 
dark firs and walnuts, and a third with 
young plantations. 

“On the top of the highest of these 
hills was a small area, in the midst of 
a picturesque clump of aged Scotch 
firs, where rose a flagstaff, as high as 
the mainmast of a ship, which could 
be seen from a vast distance around. 


Here, on days for receiving company, 
Sir Joseph Scott had been used to hoist 
a flag with an inscription similar to 
that on the staff itself: A welcome to 
all friends round the Wrekin.” 

Samuel had made his fortune as a 
gunmaker, despite being a Quaker, 
who were renowned as pacifists, and 
also tried his hand at banking. 

He also owned the Warley Hall Es¬ 
tate, which he bought in 1792 for the 


huge sum of £7,500. This estate was 
mentioned in 1576 when a John War- 
ley, whose ancestors may have taken 
their name from the area, married 
Frances Middlemore. She was the 
daughter of the lord of the manor of 
nearby Edgbaston and in the succeed¬ 
ing decades her family would be per¬ 
secuted and fined heavily for staying 
loyal to the Roman Catholic faith. 

The Warleys remained at Warley 


Hall until 1686. The house and estate 
then passed through various hands 
until bought by the Quaker Galtons, 
who intended to make big improve¬ 
ments. To do so, Samuel and Lucy 
engaged the celebrated landscape ar¬ 
chitect Humphrey Repton to design a 
superb new house on their estate and 
to place it within a wonderful setting. 
Credited with actually coining the 
term ‘landscape garden’, Repton em¬ 
braced a natural style of gardening, 
which he felt brought together in an 
imaginative and yet tangible way the 
‘powers of the landscape painter and 
the practical gardener’. 

An assiduous researcher and de- 
tailer of what he saw and thought, 
Repton compiled a book for each cli¬ 
ent. Bound in red leather, these red 
books contained complete and care¬ 
fully drawn maps showing the land¬ 
scape before and after his suggested 
changes. Fortunately the Red Book for 
Warley, dating from 1795, survives in 
Sandwell’s Community History and 
Archives in Smethwick Library. 

As it was, the design for the new 
house at Warley was not implemented, 
and nor was much work done on the 


landscape. Consequently, Samuel the 
younger and Mary carried on living 
at Great Barr Hall where they raised 
seven children. The oldest was Samuel 
Tertius Galton. 

He married Frances Violetta, a 
daughter of Erasmus Darwin. They 
were the parents of Francis Galton, 
who was born in Birmingham. Later 
knighted, Francis was a scientist and 
explorer who travelled widely in Af¬ 
rica and who is best remembered for 
his studies examining the connection 
between heredity and intelligence, 
which led to the field of study of eu¬ 
genics. 

However, it was their second, son, 
Hubert, who changed things in War- 
ley. Living with a large family at 
Hockley Abbey in Birmingham, his 
mind turned to enlarging and rebuild¬ 
ing Warley Tor - a circular summer 
house with an observation platform 
above and a single room on each side 
at ground level. Hubert approached 
the eminent Scottish architect Robert 
Lugar to draw up plans but they came 
to nothing; but then in 1818 he asked 
Lugar to design a new home elsewhere 
on the estate. This was to be funded 


through a gift of £1,000 from his fa¬ 
ther. 

Built in a Gothic Revival style, the 
mansion had a medieval look, boasting 
pinnacles, battlements and buttresses. 

Some of Repton’s Red Book propos¬ 
als were carried out in the landscaping 
of the estate as a whole. 

Work was completed around 1819- 
20 and the Galtons moved into Warley 
Abbey. After 20 or so years, they left 
and were replaced by various tenants. 
One was the newspaper magnate Sir 
Hugh Gilzean-Reid and his family, 
who bought part of the estate and the 
house from Mary Galton, the only sur¬ 
viving child of Hubert. Remembered 
in Reid Road, Sir Hugh threw lavish 
parties. 

William Gladstone, leader of the 
Liberals and a prime minister on sev¬ 
eral occasions, was among those he 
entertained. Another supposed visitor 
was the Grey Lady, a ghost. 

Closer to Smethwick town centre 
and by the Birmingham Canal, Gal¬ 
ton Valley, Galton Bridge and Galton 
Street emphasise the involvement of 
the Galtons with the Birmingham 
Canal Navigation Company.

Radiographer Carrie’s 
courage at a new high 



SAYING IT with flowers is one 
way to say thanks, but was 
not quite enough for coura¬ 
geous radiographer Carrie 
Goodship. 

She chose a more extreme way 
to say thank-you - skydiving, to 
raise money for the hospice that 
cared for her mother in the final 
months of her life. 

Carrie, aged 41, from Erdington, 
was joined by some colleagues from 
the imaging department at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust as she took part in a skydive to 
raise money for the John Taylor Hos¬ 
pice in Erdington. The hospice holds a 
very special place in Carrie’s heart, as 
her mom Gwen Swann was cared for 
by the John Taylor Hospice for the last 
nine months of her life. 

When she was diagnosed with can¬ 
cer, the family were told that she 
might only have two weeks to live, but 
Gwen lived for almost a year after her 
diagnosis, receiving care from the hos¬ 
pice team in the comfort of her own 
home until she passed away in Janu¬ 
ary 2015, aged 67. 

“They’ve been brilliant in support¬ 
ing me and my family before and since 
my mom passed away, they helped us 
deal with the grief that we were feel¬ 
ing,” said Carrie. 

“She was given a very short time to 
live but the staff at the hospice made it 
possible for her to live at home in the 
final months of her life. This is exactly 
what my mom wanted.” 

Radiographer Carrie and her col¬ 
leagues Lynn Chambers and Debbie 
Stanistreet, who is an ultra-sonogra- 
pher, were among a group of 25 sky- 
divers who jumped to raise money for 
the hospice. 

“Before my mom passed away there 
were leaflets passed around the hos¬ 
pice and it was advertised on Face-

book, which gave us a list of different 
options of fundraising.” Carrie is a Re¬ 
porting Radiographer mainly based at 
Sandwell Hospital and has had to un¬ 
dergo substantial training to gain the 
necessary qualifications for her role. 

“I am a diagnostic radiographer but 
recently went back to university to 
complete a reporting course enabling 
me to report on X-rays in the same 
way and with the same responsibilities 
as the doctors. Part of my role involves 
using the state of the art CT scanners 
to produce more detailed X- ray images 
for diagnostic purposes. I always liked 
science subjects at school, but always 
wanted to work in healthcare also, 
nursing didn’t really drag me in but 
radiography did.” 

In her spare time, Carrie enjoys so¬ 
cialising and spending time with her 
husband and their four-legged friend. 

“I like taking my dog out for a walk 
and love going to the cinema. I also 
enjoy arts and crafts like card mak¬ 


ing, crocheting and looking after my 
niece.” 

It is obvious that Carrie had a very 
close connection to her late mother 
and said that she is her hero without 
a doubt. “She kept her head up the 
whole way through her illness and 
never complained about anything at 
all” she said. 

As for what the future holds, Carrie 
would like to complete the qualifica¬ 
tions of her reporting x-ray course in 
both axial skeleton (an area contain¬ 
ing the skull and the rib-cage) and 
chest and abdomen reporting, but she 
doesn’t know if she will be throwing 
herself out of a plane again any time 
soon. “It may sound like a cliche, but it 
was one of the greatest experiences of 
my life and it gave me such an adrena¬ 
line rush that I was on a high for a few 
weeks afterwards.” 

Between them the courageous three 
have raised nearly £4,000 for the hos¬ 
pice.

wider Black Country decided to sup¬ 
port Andy Burnham. 

But in a blog post he was hardly en¬ 
thusiastic about any of the four people 
who are currently canvassing for votes 
not just from Labour members but 
from the many ‘registered supporters’ 
who get a say over the future of the 
party for a mere three quid. 

Inspire 

With the forensic analysis of a so¬ 
licitor (for this is what Mr Marris was 
before becoming an MP) he explains 
Labour’s problem in reasoned, logical 
terms: “It seems to me that some of 
them are unlikely ever to inspire the 
wider electorate. 

“None of the candidates has ever 
had for any length of time what many 
constituents would call a real job - it’s 
all been in and around the Westmin¬ 
ster bubble - and that critique in¬ 
cludes Jeremy Corbyn (for whom I am 
not voting) and Andy Burnham (for 
whom I am).” 

The Wolverhampton South West 
MP bucked the trend at the election 
by unseating a Tory, the same one who 
unseated him five years earlier.

He goes on to endorse shadow 
health secretary Mr Burnham as the 
one with the chance to grow the appeal 
of Labour and praises his willingness 
to ‘risk the ire of the right-wingers’. 

If the 1983 election manifesto was 
the ‘longest suicide note in history’, 
this drawn out contest may well be, 
as others have already punned, the 
longest suicide vote. 

The deep fear of other Labour MPs 
is that he will never win over the ‘shy 
Tories’, the ones who did not vote 
for David Cameron’s Conservatives 
with any great enthusiasm, but did 
so because they saw his party as the 
most competent and the safest pair of 
hands for the economy. 

Labour does not have a divine right 
to be a party of government. Indeed it 
does not have a divine right to exist at 
all, requiring the backing of the elec¬ 


torate to have enough MPs either to 
govern or to oppose. 

The Liberal Democrats have seen 
how quickly they can go from a party 
of power to one of near oblivion, of al¬ 
most shouting through the letterbox 
of Downing Street when once they 
would have sat around its cabinet 
table. 

The Corbyn voters, whether dyed 
in the wool Labour members or those 
who have signed up for £3, seem to be 
backing him with a sense of hope and 
optimism about what they perceive to 
be a new direction for the party. 

Indeed his campaign represents, 
for his backers, a new lease of life for 
socialism. For many other party sup¬ 
porters, however, hearts are not filled 
with hope but they carry a certain 
heaviness. They fear the party of op¬ 
position may be in terminal decline.

Place to be for great pub grub 


NOTHING stands still for long 
these days. Even pubs, seen by 
many as part of the very fabric of 
traditional British culture, have 
seen a huge shift in their role in 
our lives. 

The local boozer with its red flock stools, 
sticky bar mats, cheese and onion crisps 
and a low-hanging smog of exhaled smoke, 
are a thing of the past. 

Many of those which have survived have 
moved towards becoming increasingly fam¬ 
ily-friendly places and have gone down 
the route of offering the peckish customer 
more than just a ham sandwich or a packet 
of scratchings. And one pub I’ve watched 
move with times is The Oddfellows at 
Compton. 

Outside, the imposing building looks 
quite different with a subdued grey-green 
paint job giving it a more shabby-chic look, 
which some of my girlfriends had previously 
commented they weren’t sure of, whilst my 
teenage daughter said she thought it looked 
great. So I’ll take it from that that it’s an 
improvement. As we walked up the steps

and under the distinctive canopy which 
runs round much of the outside of the pub, 
a chalkboard declares that Mark and his 
team welcomed us. And both times, when 
I came in to book and then when we came 
to dine we were greeted within less than a 
minute. 

And the efficient service continued as 
Amy, our waitress, arrived with a smile and 
the offer of a drink just as we had settled 
into our seats. 

The pub has pretty much retained the 
same layout as before although the bar now 
has an added section containing the new 
rotisserie. The decor too has been given a 
facelift. Last time we were here there was a 
build-a-burger option which my son remem¬ 
bered fondly, not least because it gave him 
the chance to add his favourite food, bacon. 
This time we decided to share a classic 
combo, with its onion rings, breaded mush¬ 
rooms, garlic bread, spicy wedges barbecue 
sauce and soured cream, while the little 
man, who recently has lost his own appe¬ 
tite and found a horse’s, claimed a starter 


of his own and went for the cheese nachos. 
These came with salsa, guacamole soured 
cream and, of course, cheese. The sliced red 
chillis on top proved a bit too much for him 
so, dad with stepped in to ensure nothing 
went to waste. 

We devoured our own combo which hand¬ 
ily came in portions easily divisible by three 
and proved just the right amount to set us 
up for our mains. 

We’d been quite torn about what to 
choose as the menu ranges from the clas¬ 
sics, or Oddfellows Regulars. 

The little man remained true to form 
and went for one of the gourmet burgers, 
namely the Yee-ha! Burger, a spicy combi¬ 
nation of pulled pork and beef chilli with 
Monterrey Jack cheese. 

There’s an option to add bits and bobs 
including bacon and French brie but the he 
decided against this, which turned out to be 
a good decision as his portion, served with 
skins-on chips, coleslaw and onion rings 
almost proved too much. But dad again 
stepped up to the plate. 

I decided to go for something a lit¬ 
tle lighter and had the succulent Cajun 
Salmon which had a nice kick of spice and 


came with buttery new potatoes and salad. 
My husband decided to give the rotisserie 
a try and had the Bourbon Apple Chicken. 
The half chicken portion came smothered 
in a moreish sticky chilli barbecue sauce, 
served up with buttered corn and coleslaw 
and fries. 

Our daughter also sampled what the 
rotisserie had to offer with the Two Way 
Chicken Burger with a tasty Thai sweet 
chilli marinade option, again served with 
fries, slaw and onion rings. And like the rest 
of us, she happily cleared her plate. 

But we weren’t done for yet and plumped 
for puddings. Again I opted for a slightly 
lighter selection with a zingy Sicilian lemon 
tart, although I must admit I was coveting 
the little man’s melt-in-the-middle choc¬ 
olate pudding, which tasted as yummy as 
it looked. And I also tried a corner of the 
husband’s ginger cheesecake which was a 
really lovely thing. 

And so was our meal. Well cooked food 
in friendly surroundings and a menu which 
offers plenty of choice. Judging on how busy 
it always seems to be The Oddfellows is cer¬ 
tainly hitting the mark.

Katie and guests hit 
all the right notes 


A pparently, just as a performance 
is about to begin, acclaimed 
British double bassist Chi-Chi 
Nwanoku feels as if she’s taking her 
marks at the starting blocks on an 
athletics track. 

Then, when the conductor’s baton 
comes down, Nwanoku is straight out 
of the blocks, working towards the 
finishing line. 

Actually, this admission from the 
London-based musician of Nigerian 
and Irish descent isn’t that surprising, 
because from the age of eight, Chi-Chi 
was destined for an international career 
as a 100-metre sprinter. 

At 16, she narrowly missed qualifying 
for the 1972 Munich Olympics, and two 
years later was on track for the next 
Games in Montreal. 

Then disaster struck - a knee injury 
meant that she could never again 
compete at a national level. 

Devastated, she returned to school, 
and thankfully discovered that fate had 
something positive in store for her 
- music. 

Nowadays, Nwanoku is established 
as principal bass with the Orchestra of 


the Age of Enlightenment, as well as 
being a chamber-music performer and 
professor of double-bass studies at 
London’s Trinity College of Music. 

She is also the host of a weekly 
requests programme on BBC Radio 3 
and was a jury member of BBC2’s 
Classical Star. 

Tonight, she joins Katie Derham for 
this week’s jam-packed edition of 
weekly magazine show Proms Extra. 

The pair will be joined by baritone 
Roderick Williams, who may be feeling 
a little sleepy after performing Bach’s 
much-loved Magnificat, Mass in G 
minor and Brandenburg Concerto No. 

2 alongside the BBC Singers and the 
Academy of Ancient Music during last 
night’s Late Night Prom at the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

Williams will also be looking forward 
to his next Proms appearance on 
September 11 when he is taking to the 
stage alongside conductor Sir Simon 
Rattle and the Vienna Philharmonic to 
sing part of Elgar’s intoxicating The 
Dream of Gerontius. 

Among the other Proms highlights up 
for discussion tonight are Bach’s solo 


violin works, which were performed so 
memorably by violinist Alina Ibragimova 
at the end of July 

Katie, Chi-Chi and Roderick also look 
back on the National Youth Orchestra’s 
annual visit to the Proms a fortnight 
ago where they focused on Mahler’s 
bitterly beautiful Ninth Symphony 
Their concert also opened with the 
world premiere of Tansy Davies’s 
Re-greening, a celebration of spring 
written specially as a complement to 
Mahler’s aforementioned work. 

Finally there is footage and 
discussion of Daniel Barenboim’s West- 
Eastern Divan Orchestra, who 
performed at the Albert Hall on 
Tuesday in a concert that was 
broadcast last night on BBC4. 

Barenboim took to the piano to play 
a trio of challenging pieces 
- Beethoven’s Triple Concerto, 
Schoenberg’s Chamber Symphony 
and Tchaikovsky’s Fourth Symphony 
And if all that wasn’t enough, David 
Owen Norris once again gets ‘Inside 
the Score’ - delving deeper into the 
some of the music heard at the 121st 
season of the Proms.

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A subtle 
makeover 
for BMW’s 
3

It’s that time again, when all the compact 
premium saloon rivals bring out their new, 
improved weapons. Ready yourself for the 
crowd’s favourite - the BMW 3 Series. 

Listen carefully, because the new bits of the 3 Se¬ 
ries may not be obvious. This is a mid-life lift rather 
than a brand-new car, so from the outside there are 
resculpted bumpers, new lights - including LED day¬ 
time running lights and tail lights - plus new exhaust 
pipes, depending on your engine. Inside, there’s new 
cabin materials and some new equipment, but under 
the skin there’s some new engines, plus revised sus¬ 
pension and steering, all designed to keep it on top 
of the dynamic tree. 

At first glance, you’re unlikely to notice it’s a 2015 3 Series 
that’s just barged in front of the traffic queue; this is a very 
subtle makeover. The front bumper has wider vents under¬ 
neath, the rearranged headlights are also designed to give 
the car greater width on the road, and the rear LED lights are 
certainly smarter. This is still a car that looks best with the 
right wheel and colour combination, and effectively looks 
like all the other 3 Series models already on the road - but 
that’s not necessarily a bad thing. 

There’s no more space in the new 3 Series than there 
was before, but for a car of this size, it copes with people 
and their luggage well. Front seat passengers are best ca¬ 
tered for, with head and legroom a little more restricted in 
the rear, although normal-sized adults will be comfortable. 
One small, if notable improvement, is the new cup holder 
ahead of the gear lever, which is more substantial than be¬ 
fore. The boot remains a useful 480 litres and is easily ac¬ 
cessed through a decent aperture. 

Although there are several new engines in the range, the 
only examples available to drive were 340i models, which 
gets a new 3.0-litre twin turbocharged six-cylinder unit. With 
322bhp available, as well as a 332lb/ft of torque, there’s no 
doubt it is absurdly fast; 0-62mph takes 5.1 seconds, which 
is as quick as an M3 from 10 years ago. Match it with im¬ 
pressive automatic transmission and you get quick shifts 
when required, and smoothness when you’re not in a hurry, 
it’s also more economical. 

Responsive 

The steering and suspension changes have come about 
thanks to improved body mountings, allowing stiffer settings 
for the dampers and springs, without the ride quality suffer¬ 
ing. This particular model had adaptive damping and steer¬ 
ing too, but it remains a fun and responsive sports saloon 
to drive, although more humble models may offer better 
handling. 

As part of the changes for 2015, all 3 Series models now 
get the basic satellite navigation system as well as BMW’s 
emergency on-call service: if you have an accident where 
the airbags are deployed, the car will automatically call for 
assistance. 

The entry SE model gets 17in alloy wheels, air condition¬ 
ing, Bluetooth, DAB and cruise control, while this near top- 
spec 340i comes in M Sport guise only. Some of the options 
are on the pricey side, but the general equipment level is 
good value. 

The chances of you buying a 3 Series are pretty high. 
It’s featured in the list of top-10 best-sellers in the UK for 
several years on the spin for a variety of reasons. The BMW 
badge is one of course, as is its reputation for being a driv¬ 
er’s car, which still holds true. It appeals to young, thrusting 
executives, the young and the old and anyone looking for a 
little bit of flash in their lives. That it has become ubiquitous, 
hasn’t hurt its chances either, so expect to see a lot more 
new ones. 

This car summed up in a single word: German. 

If this car was a: kitchen appliance, it would be one of 
those shiny chrome toasters that will toast eight slices of 
bread and buy flowers for your mother with ruthless efficien¬ 
cy.

Geeney 5-0. 

That standard was maintained 
in the final, where he claimed top 
honours.

Bacuna, who can also play in midfield, 
has started both opening Premier League 
games at right-back and becomes the third 
Villa player to sign a new deal, after de¬ 
fenders Ciaran Clark and Nathan Baker 
both committed their long-term futures to 
the club.

The Baggies rejected Berahi¬ 
no’s bid to force through a move 
to Tottenham this week after the 
22-year-old stunned the club with 
a written request to leave. 

And chairman Jeremy Peace is 
intent on digging his heels in over 
the club’s £25m asking price - al¬ 
though he is anxious to avoid the 
saga dragging on until transfer 
deadline day next Tuesday. Al¬ 
bion, who were this week closing 
in on a deal to sign Manchester 
United defender Jonny Evans that 
could allow Joleon Lescott to leave 
for Villa, rejected a £15m opening 
offer for Berahino from Tottenham 
last week. 

They were still awaiting Spurs’ 
expected second bid last night but 
Peace is adamant he will not sell 
cheaply. 

He is likely to urge the London 
club to meet Albion’s valuation 
and to act quickly, with the Bag¬ 
gies conscious they will need to re¬ 
place Berahino should Spurs come 
up with the cash. 

Peace admitted last week he 
could “never say never” over Bera- 
hino’s departure but insisted sell¬ 
ing the former England Under-21s 
star was not on Albion’s agenda. 

And yesterday’s club statement 
read: “The request has been re¬ 
jected and the club’s position 
remains unchanged from that out¬ 
lined in the statement from chair¬ 
man Jeremy Peace of August 18.” 

That came as captain Darren 
Fletcher admitted Berahino’s 
team-mates would not begrudge 
the striker a move for the right 
price.
